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What is a Scientific Mind?

“HE informative lectures and educational 
talks which’now form such a yalwal 
feature of the programmes of the B.B.C 
have stimulated an interest in scientific 
Subjects in many thousands of listeners who 
did not formerly realize how 
stience could be 

T have endeavoured in the following lines 
to give some idea of the basis of all scionce 

Science is the knowledge of the material 
‘universe about us, ‘That kuowledge con 
sists very largely, if not entirely, in the 
appreciation of differences, and that mind 
knows most which can appreciate the greatest 
tinmber of differences, 

Let me give an illustration or two, Tu a 
really colonr-blind man the colours of the 
spectrum are all alike—he cannot séparate 
them—but the ordinary man can and does 
appreciate the differences between them, and 
the painter appreciates still more cléarly 
Gifferences of colour and their values. The 
etson who is tone deaf has very little appre~ 
Giation of thé differences between notes, 
whereas your great musician, . who knows 
most about it, has an extraordinarily keen 
apprehension of these differences. 

Tho Increase of Knowladge, 

Ultimately, we have to depend for know 
edge of the external world upon our five 
senses, and the increase of knowledge depends 
upon the tealizativun of differences in weight, 
in colous, ia texture, in hardness, or wx action 
upou some other substance which is revealed 
either to our eye or our ear. The discovery 
of argon, for instanee, was due to the fact 
that Lord Rayleigh noticed a différonee ip 
weight between nitzogen prepared fron 
nitrates and nitrogen prepaged trom the air 
‘The unscientific, cancless, or indiflerent par 
son might not have noticed this. 

‘A naturalist is one who can tell the differ: 
fence between one moth or another 5 0 ws 
gist one who appreciates the diflerences in 
focks and soit willbe found in every branch 
‘that the man who knows is the map to whom 
a. seties of fucts docs not soem vaguely alike, 
but sharply difierentiated. The whole science 
and art of metallurgy consists of the study 
and use of the difierence between various 
alloys so a5 10 produce the best steel, the 
strongest aluminium alloy, the est gun- 
metal, or whatever it may be you are seeing 
for industrial purposes 

Reason and Experiment. 

Fortunately, in physical science no special 
ability of the senses is required, as most of 
the things that have to be observed are such 
things as obvious changes of colour or 
quality, readings wf 2 chemical balance, 
readings of various electrical or other instru 
ments, of af lines of light upon a fluorescent 
‘screen, all of which are within the capacity 
of normal persons. 

The pursuit of science requires, however 
auore than mere observation. - To an observed 
fact reason must be applied, and a theory 
even if only-a provisional theory, must be 
eonstructed cither to connect it with, or to 
difierentiate it from, other observed! facts, 
and when the theory has been constructed, 


interesting 


it must be tested by experiment, that is by 
the production of facts to be observed. Even 
in astronomy, which might be regarded as 
in the nature of the case dependent on pure 
observation, such t as the laws of 
motion and of reflection are capable of bein; 
tested by experiment. The only other form 
of experiment available is the making of 
predictions, followed by observation a3 to 
Whether they are verified. 

‘Medicine, op the contrary, as we know it 

almost entisely the result of bit-and-aiss 
experiments, of what in seientific language 
wo. call empirical. 

In these days it fs frequently urged that 

jence should be the main item of education, 
and that time doyoted to the classics, 10 
history, or to humane letters is time wasted. 
Tam not disposed to agree with this. view, 
which would only be true if your object were 
to turn ottt the best artificer, the best teck- 
nician, or the best scientific man, 93a sort 
of Robot, without any regard to his human 
qualities ‘and--his. human relations 

It has to be remembered that we are not 
composed of pure intellect, but that this 
intellect is encased in a human body which 
has human relations both with the family 
and with the world at lange, and. with th 
historical tradition bebind it, and that the 
atrophy or starvation of this natural human 
part of a man Will necessarily leave hin less 
6f 4 man, even if more a man of science, 

The Teaching of Seionce- 

It is true that Sociology is itself a stienor 
which may be more developed, and so, of 
Course, is what ye eat and dipke a science ; but 
‘over and above this thefe arethe emations and 
the feelings and the general moral content 
of a-man which make up persnality and 
which cannot be neglected with. impunity 
Moreover, althougb-cienee answers the que 
tion“ How ? "in an increasing degree, it never 
answers the question." Why 2” and.so long as 
people have religious feelings of any kind, 
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cx specnlations as to the future of tliemselves, 
oor of the world, there will remain questions 
outside the realm of science to which they 
haye to try and find some sort of working 
answer, Ttisin these matters that a general 
sducation helps 

Although this must 
upon, it is no argument against the teaching 
of science, but indeed an argument in its 
favour, for there is a scientific habit of think= 
ing which can he caltivated, and which must 
he cultivated if thin {to produce any 
adexpate 13 

Moreover. superstitions of oye Kind or 
another have done much to retard the 
progress of the human race, and getence is 
the enemy of superstition, sor it is generally 
able to show the superstition to have 10 
foundation. 

To Lake One of the simplest and most vital 
instances, there isthe ald superstition that 
mothers know best how to bring ug theif 
abies : the decrease in infant mortality 
coincides exnetly with the overthrow of this 
superstition. There is the old. superstition 
still existent among the poor that fresh ait 
is harmful and thot night air is poisonous? 
it is the destruction of this superstition that 
has enabled us to cure many consumptives 
who would otherwise have died. So strange 
are the workings of superstition that Franklins 
2 Very pious man, was denounced for impictY 
by his contemporaries when he advocated the 
enection of lightning conductors; because he 
‘was held to be interfering with the wrath of 
God.

Temperaments vary and are somewhat 
unaccountable, and thexe are men of science 
who are nat always controlled by the dictates 
of pure reason, but the true scientific mind is 
% well-balanced mind, accepting nothing 
‘without proof, and the greater its knowledue, 
the moré ready it is to admit the limitaxions 
and the fallibility of human intellect 

I am, therefore, mast strongly of opinion 
that the scientilic mind should he cultivated 
from earliest youth, but 1 should like to 
emphasize that this is something totally 
dillesent feom merely gequiring a certain 
amount of science as hook learning. 

If this mind prevailed universally, we 
should have right thinking and clear thinking. 
instead of prejudice, and we might, iu i 
generation or two, hope to find the civilized 
world free of disease, free of povesty, and 
free of war. a

10 two persons listening to music hear the same 

thing and receive tho same impressions 
‘These Impressions are all subject to the listener's 
previous experience and knowledge, environment, 
heredity and personal qualifications. Speaking, 
Uroudly, however, ull Hateners can be divided into 
thing classes, but these cannot be separated into 
Watertight compartments. On the contrary, pe 
merges into another, no that itis difficult to say 
to which type or types any particular listener 
belongs. 

It is, however, the outstanding charneter 
Awlied ives ite name to each of the following 
lames, 

1. Mazooy-tovans, oe those who like a good tune. 
The harmony matters little to these people, aince 
it ia only the melody: which reaches. their ears. 
They Bke music which is old andl familia, such aa 
folky tunes and national tunes, ‘and they dislike 
classical music Because, as they say, " there no 
‘tune in it.” There is, of course, no shame in Wiking 
‘good melody, and these people are in good com 
‘pany since some of the greatest, composers have 
Woot miclody-lovers.. Bat the listener to. whom 
spelody is the only attraction is like the man who 
tnjoys the plot of a story, but eares nothing for 
the manner of its telling, ts choice of language oc 
ita tochniqué and form. 

"A good melody, ax waderstood hy the wntesined 
musician, is one" whooe rise and fall, intervals, 
‘oadences and. progressions are familiar io the car 
‘Anything which departs from these accepted 
traditions J termed “modern " and ugly. ‘This 
floes not mean thatthe familiar and avcepted melod 
jx necemurily « bad ono. Tho permutations and 
combinations of sounds in their infinite variety give 


tingle nope forthe compoarr'«aiinalitywithost 
fraking Wncoceary fr hi to depart from trad 
tea. 

2, Lovers or Ravi. These are the people who 


beat time with the foot when a strong rhythm i 
heing played. They are usually fond of dancing. 
People of this type need not be highly’ developed 
‘mnsieally, rhythm being one of our earliest instincts 
Savages usually have a good sense of rhythm, 
though their melody senso ie primitive. Tn a 
Imgsieal person, however, the rhythmia sense’ is 
always presnt. 

8. Tue StowrmreraL Tyen. Here the emotion 
‘of the mosic is of paramount importance. Sach 
people escape fram the monotony of possibly 
primaic lives hy entering into a world of romance 
‘and colour through the door of rot 
firma, cinemas and music. ‘They 
{ham instrumental music, and revelin'* The Rtosary"” 
and “Ins Monastery Garden.” If these people 
become developed musically, they transfer their 
Affections to nach things as Wagner's more emotional 
drama. 

4. Tim Venrcose-tovan. The lover of names 
and velebrities—who will go mules to hear a we 
known snusinian, Kut wil ignore really good music 
played by a lesser artist. “Those people swell the 
Audiences ia concert halls und their demands for 
‘eneutes are loud and long, 

5. Nox-weansns. These people are not deaf, 
Hut music weems to pass them by without making

for meals ia restaurants, reading and sewing and 
‘sometimes for their thoughta. Never do they 
concentrate on Ustening to the music.
